On February 4, 1971, a confidential source who'hea 
furnished reliable lxvft> rant ion in the past reported that in 
e recent conversation with an Albanian emigre in Sew fart City, 
the following items were dlaeusaed by Kojai . 

1# On the subject of the recent death of Haora Drlni 
in Mew Tort City, Moja stated scornfully that he felt no 
compassion for the nan or his family. He maatioaed that ha 
had heard that there waa only a slight representation -by the 
Mew York. Chapter of the Legality Party (C£LL) at the ceremonies 
preceding end following the burial of Dr ini. Mojaac oomantad 
that this waa strange end wondered why the OXLL did not at 
least held a funeral diner In honor of Dr ini.

2* Moja mentioned that ha was deeply Interested 
in the current activities within the ranks of the Belli 
Koabetar (Agrar) Party , or Agrarian Party, another Albanian 
poltlcal pafcy in exile and which la headed by Abas Krmanjl, d -3 
i resident of Prance. Noja has heard that this party la 
raising large suns of money and is attempting to increase 
its political leverage by having lta leadera eating congressmen 
and trying to inf Inane a the State Department of the United 
States. Moja wondered how much success the Agrarian Party 
has had so far in this regard, what its alma are, and also 
whether the Uhlted States Government Is giving any special 
aonslderat*™ *«n****Uly financial support, to this group. 

3* Moja also emigre that he had received 

information that Ahaver Dave, the President of the league of 
Prtsren (IP), would not continue as president for the following \ 
year. Koja's infomstlon was that Deva was no longer active 
in IP affairs and would not seek re-election as. leader. The 
emigre was aware that the IP Is a group of Albanian emigres 
who are primarily concerned with the rights and welfare of 
ethic Albanians living in the Kosovo ares of the 8erblan 
Republic, of Tugoslavlm and where these Albanians constitute 
a large 'cultural minority. Moja told the emigre that he was
